INTRODUCTION  TO  ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  ENVIRONMENTAL 
HEALTH  AND  PORT  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  POOLE  1973 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  the  report  on  the  Environmental  Health  and  Port  Health 
Services  in  Poole  for  the  year  1973.  With  the  advent  of  local  re-organisation  there  is  no 
statutory  requirement  for  the  production  of  an  Annual  Report  in  a  similar  form  to 
that  submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  former  Poole  Borough  Council, 
but  I  feel  it  is  essential  that  a  report  be  produced  recording  the  various  health  matters 
and  statistics  on  the  Borough  of  Poole.  Previous  health  reports  date  from  at  least 
1883,  so  the  present  report  will  ensure  no  break  in  the  records  of  the  old  Council.  It 
should  also  provide  the  link  with  the  new  Borough  Council  and  its  future  reports  in 
whatever  form  they  may  take. 

The  production  of  an  annual  report  has  been  a  discipline  for  health  departments  over 
many  decades  and  I  firmly  believe  it  is  good  that  a  department  should  record  its  work 
and  review  the  progress  and  direction  of  that  work.  It  is  a  discipline  that  should  be 
carried  on  with  the  new  authorities  although  the  form  of  the  report  will  certainly 
change. 

It  has  not  been  possible  for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  former  Borough  of 
Poole  to  produce  a  final  report  on  the  personal  health  services,  now  transferred  to 
the  Area  Health  Authority,  so  the  present  report  is  primarily  concerned  with  the 
Environmental  Health  and  Port  Health  Services  which  remain  the  responsibility  of 
the  new  Borough  Council. 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  Hutton,  former  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  many  years 
of  productive  service  in  his  Department  prior  to  April  1974,  and  look  forward  to  a 
useful  liaison  with  the  Community  Physician  in  the  reformed  National  Health  Service.

Between  the  romantic  New  Forest  and  the  famous  Hardy  Country  lies  the  County  of  the  Town 
of  Poole,  set  like  a  jewel  on  its  magnificent  harbour  which  has  earned  for  itself  the  title  of  the 
"Lakeland  of  Dorset".  Encircled  by  colourful  heaths  and  pinewoods  and  with  that  glorious 
stretch  of  golden  sands  along  the  centre  of  Poole  Bay. 

Few  coastal  towns  can  claim  to  possess  so  much  unspoiled  natural  scenery  within  their 
boundaries.  Sheltered  on  the  North  and  East  by  its  wooded  hills  and  bounded  by  the  course 
of  the  river  Stour,  the  modern  borough  is  the  largest  town  in  Dorset,  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
South  West  of  England  and  the  largest  municipal  borough  in  the  country. 

In  addition  to  being  a  resort  and  a  most  attractive  residential  district  there  are  within  its 
boundaries  a  considerable  number  of  light  engineering  works  and  other  modern  factories  which 
are  occupied  in  the  production  of  motor  trucks,  tippers  and  cranes,  art  metal  work,  agricultural 
implements,  brooms  and  brushes,  garden  ornaments,  chemicals,  cosmetics,  compressors  and 
pumps,  aircraft  tooling,  foundry  products,  industrial  models,  coach-work,  caravans,  electrical 
fittings  and  components,  electric  organs,  scaffolding,  pre-cast  concrete  products,  joinery,  school, 
bank  and  church  fittings,  thermal  insulation,  convector  heaters,  hurricane  lanterns  and 
research  and  development  on  automation  projects. 

Various  food  and  confectionery  manufacturers  have  established  their  model  factories  in  the 
Borough  where  highest  quality  products  are  processed  and  packed  under  ideal  conditions. 

There  has  been  a  pottery  on  the  East  Quay  at  Poole  for  nearly  a  hundred  years.  The  modern 
works  and  greatly  extended  showrooms  of  Poole  Pottery  Limited  are  well  known  for  they 
have  been  producing  the  famous  "Poole  Pottery"  since  1921. 

Poole  is  noted  as  a  centre  for  ship  building  and  marine  engineering.  Local  timber  yards,  which 
process  and  market  a  wide  range  of  homegrown  and  foreign  timbers,  also  specialise  in  boat¬ 
building  timbers.

SUMMARY  OF  WEATHER  DURING  1973 


Sunshine 

The  total  hours  of  bright  sunshine  recorded  at  Poole  during  1973  was  1664.8  hrs.  This  is 
24.5  hrs.  more  than  was  recorded  the  previous  year  and  55.2  hrs.  less  than  Poole's  yearly 
average. 

Sunniest  month  during  the  year  was  June  with  244.2  hours,  giving  a  daily  average  of  8.1 
hours;  sunniest  day  during  the  year  was  June  15th  with  14.6  hours. 

Average  daily  sunshine  during  the  year  was  4.6  hours. 

Rainfall 

The  rainfall  total  was  473.0  mm  (18.62  in.)  during  the  year,  was  considerably  lower  than 
the  previous  years  total  of  819.2  mm  (32.25  in.)  and  is  also  339.0  mm  (13.35  inches) 
below  the  Poole  average. 

1973  was  also  the  driest  year  at  Poole  since  records  began  in  1933  beating  the  previous 
lowest  by  105.9  mm  (4.17  in.)  this  was  recorded  in  1953. 

Wettest  month  was  May  with  77.7  mm  (3.06  in.)  rainfall.  Wettest  day  was  October  15th 
with  30.8  mm  (1.21  in.)  and  the  driest  month  was  March  when  only  12.3  mm  (0.48  inches) 
of  rainfall  fell. 

Temperatures 

The  near  temperature  for  1973  was  10.4°C  (50.8°F)  which  is  0.5°C  (0.8°F)  above  last 
years  recorded  figure.  The  average  maximum  temperature  was  14.5°C  (58.1°F)  compared 
with  last  years  average  of  13.8°C  (56.8°F). 

Warmest  month  was  August  with  an  average  of  22.7°C  (72.9°F)  and  the  warmest  day  was 
August  14th  when  the  temperature  reached  30.2°C  (86.4°F)  making  the  hottest  day  for 
21  years. 

Average  minimum  temperature  was  the  same  as  last  year  6.3°C  (43.3°F).  The  lowest 
minimum  temperature  was  5.3°C  (22.5°F)  recorded  on  January  22nd  and  February  15th. 
The  lowest  gross  temperature  also  recorded  of  February  15th  was  9.0°C(15.8°F). 

Air  frost  during  the  year  totalled  64  whilst  ground  frost  totalled  105.  This  is  34  and 
37  days  respectively  more  than  last  year. 

Earth  Temperature 

Average  soil  temperatures  at  30  cm  and  ICO  cm  depths  were  1 1 ,6°C  and  1 1 .7°C  respectively. 

Humidity 

Average  humidity  during  the  year  was  79.9%. 

Barometer 

The  average  pressure  during  the  year  was  1020.7  mis.  (30.14  in.).  Highest  reading  was 
1039.9  mis.  (30.74  in.)  on  January  8th  and  the  lowest  was  979.7  mis.  (28.93  in.)  on 
February  14th. 
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Fog 

Fog  was  observed  on  14  days  during  the  year,  this  is  4  times  more  than  the  previous  year. 
Winds 

Winds  approaching  gale  force  8  were  observed  on  the  morning  of  February  12th  and  the 
evening  of  September  15th,  but  were  not  recorded. 

(N.B.  Wind  observation  are  recorded  at  0900  GMT  only). 

Thunderstorms 

Thunderstorms  were  recorded  on  May  3rd  and  28th,  July  6th  and  September  15th.

PART  I 
REPORTS 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Borough  is  supplied  with  water  from  three  main  sources,  viz. 

(a)  The  Dorset  Water  Board  (now  part  of  the  Regional  Water  Authority)  which 
obtains  its  supplied  from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk; 

(b)  The  Bournemouth  and  District  Water  Company  whose  water  is  obtained  from  a 
deep  well  and  the  River  Avon,  and 

(c)  The  Canford  School  private  supply.  This  is  drawn  from  an  artesian  well  and 
provides  water  for  the  school  and  a  few  houses  in  the  area.  If  necessary,  this 
supply  is  augmented  by  water  from  the  Bournemouth  and  District  Water 
Company's  main  supply. 

All  of  these  piped  supplies  are  properly  treated,  checked  by  both  the  water  authority 
and  the  local  authority  and  are  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  There  are  also 
three  houses  in  the  remote  parts  of  the  Borough  which  rely  on  open  wells  for  their 
supplies.  These  are  checked  periodically  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

APPENDIX  A  "Details  of  Piped  Supplies" 

2.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  drainage  of  the  Borough  is  mainly  on  the  "separate"  system  but  the  drainage  of 
rainwater  from  domestic  premises  is  generally  into  sumps.  These  are  quite  effective 
on  the  gravelly  soils  but  in  some  cases  of  clay  subsoil  minor  problems  arise  from  time 
to  time. 

Foul  Drainage 

The  final  stage  of  the  sewage  diversion  scheme  has  now  been  completed.  The  £2% 
million  scheme  started  in  1957  to  divert  the  flow  of  sewage  from  the  outfalls  into 
Poole  Bay  to  the  inland  treatment  works  was  totally  operational  following  the 
commissioning  of  the  final  two  pumping  stations  at  Shore  Road  and  Branksome  Chine. 

The  only  discharge  to  sea  in  future,  will  be  in  emergency  situations  to  relieve  possible 
flooding.  At  present  a  contract  is  in  progress  for  the  further  extension  of  Poole 
Purification  Works  and  it  is  expected  that  this  will  be  operational  before  the  end  of 
the  year,  bringing  its  capacity  from  100,000  to  150,000  population. 

Surface  Water  Drainage 

A  surface  water  drainage  scheme  involving  the  piping  of  an  open  ditch  adjacent  to 
Oakdale  Church  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Cesspools  and  Pail  Closet  Emptyings 

On  31st  March  1973,  there  were  222  premises  on  cesspool  drainage  and  during  the 
year,  1,492  visits  were  made  and  3,726  loads  were  removed.  In  addition,  22  pail 
closets  were  emptied  twice  weekly  by  the  one  available  vehicle. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Borough  Engineer  for  this  information  but  would  remind  the 
Committee  that  on  1  April  1974,  water  supply  and  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
are  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Water  Authority.  It  is  strongly  hoped  that  bonds 
of  co-operation  and  liaison  established  within  the  previous  authority  will  be 
re-established  between  this  body  and  the  new  District  Council.

3. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


A  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse,  involving  15  rounds  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year;  in  addition,  one  vehicle  has  served  trade  premises  and  there 
were  three  bulk  bin  rounds  collecting  from  shops,  factories,  hotels  and  flats  as  and 
when  required.  A  salvage  vehicle,  also  operated  daily  throughout  each  week. 

A  total  of  30,076  tons  of  refuse  was  collected  within  the  Borough.  In  addition, 

1 ,976  tons  were  received  from  Wimborne  Urban  District  Council,  making  a  total  of 
32,052  tons  of  refuse. 

Of  this  amount,  3,500  tons  were  disposed  of  by  direct  tipping  and  the  remainder 
was  processed  by  pulverization  and  used  for  land  reclamation  in  the  Borough. 

In  the  year  under  review,  approximately  70,000  cubic  yards  of  heavy  refuse  were 
collected  at  the  dump  provided  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967. 

Street  Cleansing 

The  'gang'  system  of  road  sweeping  continues,  and  as  reported  in  previous  annual 
reports,  is  finding  extreme  difficulty  in  maintaining  standards  due  to  development 
of  the  Borough.  A  fourth  mechanical  suction  sweeper  has  been  delivered  and  has 
proved  to  be  an  asset  in  controlling  build-up  of  litter  between  the  sweeping  cycles. 

We  still  await  delivery  of  a  pedestrian  controlled  electric  truck  for  use  in  the 
Sandbanks  area,  the  prime  reason  for  delivery  delay  being  manufacturing  problems 
caused  by  the  present  economic  situation.  The  garage  to  house  it  has  been  erected 
and  awaits  connection  to  the  electricity  supply. 

A  further  20  large  type  litter  bins  are  on  order  and  will  be  placed  between  the  worst 
litter  areas,  which  are  at  present  inadequately  serviced. 

A  specialist  type  vehicle  for  litter  collection  has  been  ordered  which  will  enable  an 
improved  bin  emptying  system  to  be  introduced.  Chemical  weed  spraying  continues 
with  additional  areas  of  the  Borough  being  sprayed  each  year,  and  its  cumulative 
effect  is  shown  by  a  general  improvement  in  weed  control. 

Gully  Cleansing 

During  the  year  ending  31st  March  1973,  17,497  gully  cleansing  operations  were 
carried  out.  The  frequency  of  cleansing  varied  between  one  and  ten  months,  with 
an  increasing  delay  between  cleansing  cycles,  due  to  the  ever  increasing  development 
within  the  Borough. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Borough  Engineer  for  this  information  but  would  express  the  hope 
that  during  the  present  economic  problems  the  excellent  service  provided  to  the 
ratepayers  is  maintained.  It  is  appreciated  that  problems  may  arise  with  the  refuse 
collection  of  trade  waste.  The  Committee  are  again  reminded  that  from  1st  April  1974, 
refuse  disposal  becomes  a  County  responsibility  but  the  District  Council  have  been 
asked  to  carry  on  this  service  as  an  agency  function. 

4.  ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  CONTROL  OF  THE  AREA 

In  1973  the  problems  of  re-organisation  dominated  the  scene.  Together  with  other 
Chief  Officers  of  the  new  District  Council,  the  Chief  Environmental  Health  Officer 
was  engaged  in  re-organising  the  department  on  a  semi-specialist  system  as  indicated 
in  the  report  for  1972.  However,  despite  these  problems,  day  to  day  supervision  and 
inspection  of  the  Borough  had  to  be  maintained  and  as  will  be  seen  from  APPENDIX  B 
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the  total  number  of  inspections  carried  out  was  27,599  which  only  shows  a  slight 
decrease  over  the  previous  year  whilst  the  number  of  notices  served  shows  an 
increase.  It  should  be  reiterated  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  department  should 
not  be  judged  solely  by  the  number  of  visits  and  inspections  or  by  the  number 
of  notices  served,  although  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  out  of  494  notices 
serviced,  only  27  were  statutory. 

Complaints 

The  Department  received  1,815  complaints  from  the  general  public  and  it  is 
remarkable  that  the  number  of  complaints  received  varied  little  from  1972.  Again, 
other  complaints  are  received  relating  to  matters  which  come  within  the  scope  of 
other  departments.  The  practice  of  the  staff  is  to  give  what  advice  they  can  and 
to  direct  these  other  matters  to  the  appropriate  officers  of  the  department(s) 
concerned.  It  is  a  cardinal  rule  of  the  department  that  the  complainants,  particularly 
members  of  the  public,  are  not  unnecessarily  funnelled  from  one  department  to 
another.  The  following  table  gives  a  breakdown  of  the  principle  causes  of  complaint 
to  the  Department.

Noise  Control 

The  number  of  complaints  of  noise  again  rose  in  1973,  and  109  were  notified  to  the 
department;  39  of  these  complaints  related  to  industrial  premises,  16  to  commercial 
premises,  1 1  to  road  construction  works  and  demolitions  and  36  to  domestic 
premises.  There  were  7  other  types  of  noise  complaints. 

One  new  industrial  estate  in  the  town  continued  to  give  concern  particularly  whilst 
the  site  was  developing  and  before  adequate  screening  could  be  erected  between  the 
industrial  premises  and  the  very  adjacent  residential  areas.  Once  the  site  is  completed 
and  all  screening  areas  laid  out  it  is  hoped  that  complaints  will  be  considerably 
reduced,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  presence  of  an  inland  ship  yard  in  the  midst 
of  this  industrial  estate.  When  the  welding  of  aluminium  plates  is  carried  out  on  boats 
of  a  considerable  size,  effective  insulation  and  control  becomes  extremely  difficult 
and  problems  arise  in  trying  to  establish  reasonable  working  hours  when  firms  have  a 
deadline  to  meet. 

Last  year  reference  was  made  to  late  opening  and  operation  of  certain  clubs  in  the 
town  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  early  in  1974,  effective  representation 
was  made  during  the  course  of  licence  renewal  proceedings  which  resulted  in 
considerable  improvement. 

The  strength  and  powers  in  the  Control  of  the  Environment  Bill  should  help  to 
alleviate  the  growing  problems  of  our  noisy  society. 

Clean  Air 

Industrial  —  emissions  of  dark  smoke  from  industrial  premises  are  now  exceedingly 
rare  and  only  14  were  recorded  during  1973.  In  the  industrial  scene,  the  two  main 
events  of  1973  were  the  work  carried  out  at  Poole  Power  Station  which  resulted  in 
a  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  smut  emission.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  works  carried  out  and  maintained  at  the  Power  Station  will  keep  complaints  to 
a  minimum  but  some  concern  should  be  expressed  regarding  the  future  role  of  the 
Station.  It  is  obvious  that  Poole,  being  one  of  the  older  stations,  will  be  of  limited 
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use  only,  in  other  words  will  operate  intermittently.  Great  care  is  needed  with  such 
an  operation  to  prevent  recurrence  of  smut  problems. 

Another  success  in  1973  was  the  decision  of  the  Hospital  Board  to  resort  to  the 
use  of  lighter  fuel  oil  at  the  Poole  Hospital.  This  certainly  increased  running  costs 
at  the  Hospital  but  has  reduced  the  number  of  complaints  of  smut  emission;  another 
illustration  that  prevention  of  pollution  can  cost  money. 

Great  controversy  lasting  most  of  the  year  surrounded  the  proposal  to  erect  a  cement 
distribution  depot  in  the  Hamworthy  area.  The  Council  and  its  officers  carried  out 
the  most  intense  investigations  and  consultations  into,  amongst  other  matters,  the 
question  of  both  dust  and  noise  nuisance.  The  best  possible  assurances  were  received 
and  checked  from  the  operation  of  similar  distribution  depots  in  other  towns  and  all 
the  latest  safeguards  are  to  be  built  into  the  new  depot.  It  was  emphasised  to  the 
public  that  this  was  not  a  manufacturing  depot  and  therefore  should  not  be  viewed 
or  compared  with  the  very  serious  problems  arising  in  areas  of  the  country  where 
cement  is  manufactured.  Nonetheless,  it  proved  extremely  difficult  to  reassure  the 
rightly  concerned  members  of  the  public  on  these  matters.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
the  site  could  have  just  as  easily  been  used  for  other  industry  which  could  have  given 
rise  to  different  and  perhaps  more  difficult  problems.  It  was  feared  that  the  fuel 
crisis  of  late  1973  may  have  some  deleterious  effect  on  the  air  pollution  scene.  Had 
the  situation  deteriorated,  clean  air  legislation  may  have  been  suspended,  as  happened 
in  other  countries,  but  happily  such  steps  did  not  have  to  be  taken. 

52  complaints  were  received  of  smoke  from  bonfires  and  burnings  on  either 
industrial  or  domestic  sites.  The  public  are  quite  rightly  intolerant  of  indiscriminate 
burning  of  rubbish  from  any  industrial  site  or  the  clearance  of  a  site.  The  powers  of 
the  1968  Clean  Air  Act  are  constantly  in  use. 

Measurement  of  Pollution 

In  Appendix  D1  and  D2  graphs  are  again  drawn  showing  levels  of  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  for  the  year.  The  level  of  smoke  continues  to  fall  but  there  was  an  increase 
in  sulphur  dioxide  levels  in  1973.  It  is  difficult  to  comment  on  trends  in  a  single 
year  but  would  be  a  disturbing  matter  if  continued  in  future  years. 

Pest  Control 

1973  being  a  dry  summer  was  remarkable  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  fleas, 
particularly  dog  fleas.  Other  principle  sources  of  complaint  were  wasps  nests  and 
the  department  dealt  with  315.  There  were  no  treatments  for  bug  infestation. 

Rodent  Control 

836  complaints  were  received  of  rats  and  mice  during  1973,  compared  with  756  the 
previous  year.  Previous  to  this  the  number  of  complaints  had  shown  a  steady  decline 
but  with  the  increase  in  the  size  of  the  Borough  this  cannot  be  expected  to  continue. 
The  incidents  of  mice  complaints  still  give  some  cause  for  concern  although  the 
numbers  were  less  than  the  previous  year. 

It  is  the  aim  of  some  authorities  to  obtain  a  completely  rat  free  town.  In  a  town  of 
Poole's  size  and  covering  such  a  wide  acreage  this  is  hardly  a  practical  proposition. 

Foxes  and  Squirrels 

The  urban  fox  problem  and  the  number  of  ratepayers  who  find  squirrels  a  source  of 
nuisance  is  rising.  Urban  foxes  in  particular  are  posing  problems  because  of  their 
mangy  condition,  which  is  transmissable  to  dogs  and  possibly  to  man.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Department  will  endeavour,  within  the  limits  of  its  resources,  to  combat  this 
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problem  especially  where  foxes'  lairs  or  hides  can  be  specifically  located.  It  is  strongly 
urged  that  the  practice  of  feeding  foxes  in  urban  areas  will  be  discouraged. 

Caravans  and  Camping  Sites 

The  two  holiday  caravan  sites  situated  at  Rockley  and  Merley  are  the  only  sites 
licensed  within  the  Borough  and  are  purely  for  seasonal  occupation.  The  large  site 
at  Rockley  has  a  capacity  of  1,125  caravans  and  accommodation  for  1 10  tents,  and 
the  smaller  site  at  Merley  126  caravans  of  which  26  are  connected  to  the  main 
sewerage  system.  The  developers  of  the  Rockley  site  are  anxious  to  connect  a 
number  of  caravans  or  even  chalets  up  to  the  main  drainage  system  and  this  is 
dependent  on  the  Council's  sewerage  system  being  adequate  to  meet  the  demand. 
There  are  no  residential  caravan  sistes  in  the  town  and  no  caravans  were  licensed 
for  use  with  private  houses.  Proposals  for  the  provision  of  a  marina  on  the  Rockley 
site  were  actively  discussed  during  the  year. 

Gypsies 

The  Council  was  amongst  the  first  authorities  in  the  country  to  provide  sites  for 
gypsies  and  two  sites,  one  permanent  and  one  temporary,  were  provided  in  1971 
and  were  under  the  day  to  day  control  of  the  Housing  and  Estates  Officer.  Due 
to  the  policy  of  rehousing  from  this  permanent  site,  the  Council  were  able  to  run 
down  and  close  the  temporary  site  at  Waterworks  Lane  in  1973  which  had  been  a 
source  of  continual  problems.  Closure  of  this  site  necessitated  substantial  money 
being  spent  clearing  the  rubbish  and  reinstating  the  site  to  its  original  condition 
for  the  benefit  of  the  land  owner. 

The  Department  pursued  the  policy  of  prohibiting  the  stationing  of  caravans  on 
open  heathland  in  the  Borough  and  it  is  obvious  that  travellers  in  the  south  and 
west  are  now  aware  that  Poole,  having  more  than  carried  out  their  obligations 
to  provide  permanent  sites  for  gypsies,  will  not  tolerate  itinerant  caravan 
travellers  resorting  to  the  Borough.  It  was  only  on  very  rare  occasions  in  1973  that 
measures  had  to  be  taken  to  remove  caravans. 

Swimming  Pools 

It  is  still  hoped  that  the  new  swimming  pool,  a  welcome  addition  to  the  amenities 
of  the  Borough,  will  be  completed  in  1974,  as  the  former  open  air  swimming  pool 
with  its  old  and  unsatisfactory  plant  has  now  been  discontinued.  There  is  one  other 
large  open  air  swimming  pool  open  to  the  general  public  in  the  Borough  together 
with  at  least  12  pools  attached  to  schools.  Some  of  these  are  in  effect  public  in 
that  they  are  regularly  open  to  clubs  and  other  organisations  outside  normal  school 
hours  and  it  is  part  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  check 
and  advise  that  water  treatment  is  satisfactory  to  ensure  safe,  clean  and  acceptable 
pools.  55  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  48  of  these  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  regular  and  routine  checks  on 
the  chlorine  residual  and  pH  water  of  the  pool. 

APPENDIX  E  "Samples  of  Swimming  Bath  Water" 

KEEPING  OF  ANIMALS 

(i)  Diseases  of  Animals 

Each  Public  Health  Inspector  in  this  Borough  is  designated  as  an  Inspector  under  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  Act  and  as  such  is  liable  to  be  called  out  at  any  time  of  the  day 
or  night;  he  must  be  familiar  with  the  Act  and  over  1 60  Orders. 

This  is  a  duty  which  will  revert  to  the  County  Council  from  1  April  1974.  There  are 
12  licensed  swill  boiling  plants  in  the  district. 
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(ii)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963 

There  is  only  one  registered  establishment  in  the  Borough  and  this  is  regularly 
inspected  by  the  Borough  Veterinary  Officer  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  was  found  to  be  well-maintained  throughout  the  year. 

(iii)  Riding  Establishments  Act  1970 

This  Act  is  for  the  protection  of  horses  which  are  let  out  for  hire  but  unfortunately 
does  not  cover  those  which  are  privately  owned  or  at  livery.  Two  premises  were 
licensed  during  the  year  and  these  were  inspected  both  by  the  Borough  Veterinary 
Officer  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  from  time  to  time.  The  conditions  attached 
to  the  licenses  were  well  observed  in  all  cases. 

(iv)  Pet  Animals  Act  1951 

This  Act  is  for  the  protection  of  animals  kept  for  sale  and  it  should  be  noted  the 
term  “animal"  includes  fish.  Eleven  premises  were  licensed  during  the  year  and  all 
were  well  maintained.  One  point  might  well  be  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  public  — 
pets  must  not  be  sold  to  anyone  under  the  age  of  12  years. 

(v)  Zoo 

Improvements  to  the  Zoo  in  Poole  Park  continued  during  1973  and  within  the 
limitations  of  the  site,  it  is  difficult  to  see  what  further  works  the  occupier  can  do. 
Complaints  in  relation  to  noise  arose  during  the  year  and  in  particular  to  "the 
roaring  of  the  lion"  during  night  hours,  although  this  was  probably  just  the  poor 
animal  clearing  his  throat.  The  Council  asked  the  occupier  to  remove  the  lion  and 
noisy  peacocks  during  the  year  and  this  was  carried  out.  Some  residents  and  visitors 
will  always,  however,  view  animals  in  captivity  with  dismay  but  it  must  be  said  that 
the  present  occupier  has  the  welfare  of  his  animals  at  heart  and  is  operating  the  Zoo 
to  the  complete  satisfaction  of  both  the  Council's  Health  staff  and  the  Consultant 
Veterinary  Officer  within  the  limitations  of  the  present  site. 

(vi)  General 

Over  the  years  the  number  of  piggeries  has  reduced  but  there  is  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  stables  and  people  who  now  wish  to  keep  a  horse  on  fairly  modest  premises. 
The  Council  advise  occupiers  of  their  responsibilities  in  relation  to  drainage,  storage 
and  the  removal  of  manure  and  prevention  of  nuisance  etc. 

The  Council  has  the  benefit  of  the  advice  of  Col.  Kingston,  MBE,  MRCVS,  who  is 
always  ready  to  assist  the  Department  in  matters  appertaining  to  the  health  of 
animals. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

The  responsibility  for  carrying  out  duties  under  this  Act  is  one  of  the  principle 
functions  of  the  Department,  and  the  staff  are  responsible  for  inspections  of  all 
premises  except  those  occupied  by  the  Crown,  Local  Authorities  and  Mining 
Operators.  There  are  1 ,402  premises  registered  under  the  Act  in  the  Borough,  an 
increase  of  50  over  1972.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  over  the  years.  After 
ten  years  of  operation  of  this  Act,  it  can  be  stated  that  all  premises  in  the  town 
are  reasonably  up  to  the  standard  of  safety  and  welfare  required  and  the  number 
of  routine  inspections  showed  an  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

1,371  general  inspections  were  carried  out  from  a  total  of  4,583  visits  paid  to 
premises.  A  total  of  423  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  noted  but  most  of  these 
were  of  a  minor  nature. 

In  regard  to  accidents,  21  were  reported  of  which  18  were  investigated  by  the 
Inspectors.  Most  of  these  were  of  a  minor  nature  and  informal  advice  and 
constructive  suggestions  were  given  where  necessary.  A  new  Bill,  in  regard  to 
health  and  safety  covering  factories,  shops  and  offices  and  other  premises  and 
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employees  who  previously  had  no  protection  from  any  Act,  is  at  present  proceeding 
through  Parliament.  Local  authorities  will  play  a  considerable  part  in  operating  the 
new  provisions  although  they  will  still  be  subject  to  review  by  Central  Government 
or  their  agents.

HOUSING

Poole  is  fortunate  in  that  all  unfit  dwellings  were  included  in  a  slum  clearance  programme 
which  has  now  been  completed.  With  foresight,  some  houses,  particularly  in  the  Old  Town 
special  precinct  area,  were  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders,  such  Closing  Orders  being 
relinquished  when  the  houses  were  made  fit  in  the  rehabilitation  of  this  area  which  is  now 
nearing  completion  and  is  part  of  a  conservation  area.  From  time  to  time,  individual  unfit 
houses  are  located  and  they  are  dealt  with  by  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders,  dependent  on 
circumstances.  In  1973,  one  property  was  formally  closed  and  the  basement  flats  of  a 
further  five  properties  were  also  subject  to  Closing  Orders. 

(ii)  Repair  and  Improvement  of  Individual  Houses 

The  freeze  on  rents  was  continued  during  1973  but  it  is  not  in  the  interests  of  the  tenant, 
the  landlord  or  the  local  authority  to  let  the  condition  of  houses  deteriorate  if  this  freeze 
continues  too  long.  A  reduction  in  the  issue  of  Qualification  Certificates  continued  during 
the  year,  only  22  Provisional  Certificates  were  issued  where  improvements  were  associated 
with  repair  and  13  Certificates  issued  where  the  standard  amenities  were  already  provided. 

APPENDIX  J  “Qualification  Certificates" 

A  total  of  1 ,674  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  carried  out  in  regard  to  Housing, 

106  preliminary  notices  were  served  and  31  statutory  notices  under  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts  for  the  repair  of  houses.  This  does  not  include  houses  in  multiple  occupation.

(iii)  General  Improvement  Areas 

Despite  Local  Government  Re-organisation  and  the  acute  shortage  of  staff  in  other 
departments,  work  on  the  Heckford  Park  General  Improvement  Area  was  carried  on 
during  the  year  but  it  is  likely  to  be  in  the  financial  year  1974/75  before  substantial 
progress  is  obtained.  Early  in  1974  the  Working  Party  was  reconstituted. 

It  is  particularly  difficult  for  residents  of  the  area  to  appreciate  the  great  problems  of 
the  Council. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Heckford  Park  area  is  only  the  first  of  two  or  three  General 
Improvement  Areas  —  the  Emerson  Road  area  and  areas  of  Upper  Parkstone. 

It  is  important  that  a  rapidly  developing  town  such  as  Poole  should  ensure  that  the 
older  areas  of  the  town  get  the  fair  share  of  attention  by  the  Council  and  their 
officers. 

(iv)  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

Routine  work  in  this  area  of  housing  is  difficult  and  unspectacular  but  with  the 
increased  stress  on  housing  and  the  economic  difficulty  of  the  provision  of  new 
housing  both  in  the  public  and  private  sector,  the  conversion  of  even  fairly  modest 
two-storey  houses  into  multiple  occupation  will  continue.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  number  of  houses  known  to  be  in  multiple  occupation  has  grown  to  128  and 
33  of  these  needed  attention  under  the  Housing  Act  1961.  Many  of  the  notices 
served  in  respect  of  these  houses  were  for  the  important  matter  of  means  of  escape 
in  case  of  fire;  houses  in  multiple  occupation  being  particularly  vunerable  in  this 
respect.  Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the  Dorset 
County  Fire  Brigade. 

FOOD 

(i)  Food  Hygiene  —  Premises 

This  is  a  most  important  aspect  of  the  duties  of  the  Department.  The  inspection  of 
food  businesses  within  the  town  is  a  matter  of  constant  duty  and  routine  and  is  a 
duty  that  must  not  be  neglected.  The  frequency  of  inspections  is  determined  by 
the  nature  of  the  premises  and  the  risks  to  health  involved,  so  that  supermarkets, 
restaurants  and  particularly  during  the  holiday  season,  hotels  are  given  firm  priority. 
The  smaller  food  preparation  premises  and  food  shops  are  regularly  visited  but  not 
with  the  same  frequency.  The  occupiers  of  premises  are  not,  of  course,  forewarned 
of  routine  visits  although  where  a  particular  problem  arises,  or  particular  advice  is 
sought,  appointments  are  made.  During  the  year  8,480  inspections  were  made  to 
food  premises  and  apart  from  minor  contraventions,  which  the  Inspector  brings 
immediately  to  the  notice  of  the  occupiers,  the  standards  of  hygiene  were 
satisfactory.  Inspections  are  generally  carried  out  during  normal  working  hours  but 
due  to  the  increase  of  the  numbers  of  people  eating  out  in  the  evenings,  especially 
during  the  tourist  season.  Inspectors  are  now  expected  to  carry  out  inspections 
outside  normal  working  hours.  It  is  during  these  hours  that  hygiene  standards  can  be 
strained. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings  during  1973. 

APPENDIX  K  "Food  Premises  and  Visits" 

(ii)  Food  Hygiene  —  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles 

81  visits  were  made  to  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  during  the  year;  whilst  there  are 
difficulties  both  in  the  design  of  the  stall  or  vehicle  and  the  installation  of  equipment, 
particularly  with  regard  to  washing  facilities,  these  problems  can  be  overcome.  It  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  frequently  intending  vendors  approach  the  Department  for 
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prior  inspection  and  advice  on  their  vehicle  before  commencing  trading  in  the  town.  It 
is  also,  of  course,  necessary  for  Inspectors  to  carry  out  some  of  their  visits  outside 
normal  working  hours. 

(iii)  Food  Hygiene  —  Health  Education 

Unfortunately  due  to  re-organisation,  education  in  food  hygiene  was  seriously 
curtailed,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  re-established  in  1974. 

(iv)  Meat  Inspection 

There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  and  this  is  attached  to  and  is  part  of 
a  large  food  factory.  It  is  well  maintained  and  used  solely  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs. 

All  the  animals  are  fully  inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  or  the  Council's 
Authorised  Meat  Inspector  at  the  time  of  slaughter.  The  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  in  1973  was  22,574.  Slaughtering  is  carried  out  on  a  continuous  line 
system  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  rate  of  slaughter  will  increase.  This  could  place 
strain  on  the  service  and  the  situation  will  need  to  be  kept  under  review  during 
1974. 

APPENDIX  L  "Meat  Inspection  and  Condemnation" 

(v)  Poultry  Inspection 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  plants  in  the  Borough. 

(vi)  Other  Food  Inspection 

The  Inspectors  during  their  inspections  of  food  premises  inspect  the  foods  which  are 
available  for  sale;  in  addition,  they  are  called  in  by  traders  when  they  receive  food 
which  is  of  doubtful  standard.  Where  the  Inspector  gives  an  adverse  report,  the  foods 
are  surrendered  to  the  Department  and  are  destroyed  under  official  supervision. 

APPENDIX  M  "Inspection  of  Other  Foods" 

(vii)  Milk  Supplies 

All  retail  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  prepacked  and  there  are  no  bottling  establishments 
in  the  town;  careful  check  is  kept  on  the  milk  supplies  and  regular  samples  of  milk 
are  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations.  359  samples  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

All  premises  from  which  prepacked  milk  is  sold  are  under  routine  inspection  by  the 
Inspectors  and  during  the  year  629  visits  were  made  to  dairies  and  milk  shops. 

APPENDIX  N  "Milk  Supplies" 

(viii)  Ice  Cream  Supplies 

There  are  no  ice-cream  factories  in  the  Borough  although  there  are  a  number  of 
premises  from  which  soft  ice-cream  is  sold.  974  visits  were  made  to  ice-cream  premises, 
an  increase  on  the  previous  year;  39  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year. 
Only  2  samples  appeared  in  Grade  3  or  4,  and  repeat  samples  were  taken  and 
appropriate  advice  given.  It  is  important  to  see  that  premises  selling  soft  ice-cream 
maintain  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  equipment. 

APPENDIX  PI  "Ice  Cream  —  Bacteriological  Sampling" 

(ix)  Food  and  Drugs  Sampling 

1973  will  be  the  last  year  the  Borough  Council  will  have  responsibility  for  carrying 
out  duties  in  relation  to  the  labelling,  composition  and  description  of  food.  It  would 
have  been  possible  to  have  retained  these  duties  on  an  agency  basis  from  the  new 
County  Council  but  with  much  diminished  control  and  on  balance  it  was  thought 
better  not  to  seek  an  agency.  An  agreement  was  made  with  the  County  Trading 
Standards  Officer  that  all  food  complaints  (see  xi)  will  be  referred  to  the  District 
Council  and  the  Health  Department.  68  formal  and  229  informal  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year,  of  these  4  samples  of  food  were  the  subject  of  unsatisfactory  report 
on  analysis  and  2  in  respect  of  description.  These  were  taken  up  with  the  manufacturers 
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informally  and  legal  proceedings  were  pending  in  respect  of  one  case.  29  samples  were 
taken  to  ascertain  the  level  of  pesticide  residuals  and  2  were  found  to  be  above  the 
recommended  limits.  The  Public  Analyst  and  Scientific  Adviser  for  the  town  is  also 
the  Southampton  City  Analyst  and  it  is  possible  to  co-ordinate  a  wide  programme  of 
sampling  in  connection  with  neighbouring  authorities. 

APPENDIX  Q  "Food  and  Drugs  Sampling" 

(x)  Bacteriological  Sampling 

740  samples  of  food  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  as  part  of  a  broad 
programme  of  surveillance  of  food.  The  main  food  samples  were  milk,  shellfish  and 
prepared  meat  products,  the  latter  two  articles  are  of  particular  concern  as  they  form  a 
substantial  part  of  the  local  food  industry  serving  a  national  market,  and  excellent 
co-operation  is  enjoyed  with  the  producers.  This  extensive  sampling  programme  enables 
early  warning  and  prompt  action  to  be  taken  if  any  adverse  circumstances  arise  which, 
if  they  had  been  neglected  could  have  led  to  serious  health  hazards. 

APPENDIX  P2  "Bacteriological  Examination  of  Other  Foods" 

(xi)  Food  Complaints 

In  1973,  1 19  official  complaints  regarding  food  were  made  to  the  department  covering 
a  wide  range  of  food  including  bread,  confectionery,  pies,  cheese,  meat  etc.  In  3  cases 
prosecutions  were  instituted  in  respect  of  extraneous  matter  and  mould  and  total  fines 
and  costs  of  £120  were  obtained.  A  further  three  cases  were  pending  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

As  commented  in  the  section  on  Food  and  Drugs  Sampling,  agreement  has  been  reached 
for  the  new  District  Council  to  carry  on  all  complaints  in  respect  of  food  and  take 
appropriate  action,  the  Local  Government  Act  1972  being  specially  amended  for  this 
purpose. 

(xii)  Milk  Supplies  -  Brucella  abortus 
All  milk  sold  in  this  area  is  heat  treated. 

Factories  Act 

All  factories  are  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  without  prior  notice,  there  were  a  few 
minor  contraventions  but  these  were  complied  with  by  informal  action.  During  the  year, 
831  visits  were  made  and  20  contraventions  were  discovered. 

APPENDIX  G  "Details  of  Inspections  etc." 

Outworkers 

During  the  year  77  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  outworkers  all  of  whom  were 
engaged  in  the  clothing  trade.  Details  of  the  requirements  are  made  known  to  the 
persons  concerned  but  no  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  with  regard  to  unwholesome 
or  infected  premises.  There  are  no  outworkers  concerned  with  food  preparation.

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PORT  HEALTH  SERVICE 


INTRODUCTION 

From  1973  Port  Health  Service  Annual  reports  are  not  required  by  the  Minister  but  I  consider 
that  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  during  1973  should  be  submitted  to  the  Borough 
Council. 

In  presenting  this  report  I  wish  to  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  officers 
of  the  Harbour  Commissioners  and  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs  for  their  co-operation  and 
advice  during  the  year  and  to  the  Port  Health  Inspectorate. 
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THE  PORT  OF  POOLE 


Constitution  of  the  Port  Health  Authority 

By  an  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  dated  21st  September,  1887,  and  an  amending 
order  dated  27th  February,  1909,  a  Port  Sanitary  Authority  was  constituted  to  exercise  the 
powers  and  functions  assigned  by  the  Order. 

The  style  "Port  Sanitary  Authority"  was  changed  to  "Port  Health  Authority"  in  1936. 


The  Port  Health  Authority  is  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough,  acting  by 
the  Council. 

Limits  of  Jurisdiction 

The  present  limits  of  jurisdiction  were  fixed  in  1909  as  follows:— 

"The  jurisdiction  of  the  said  Port  Sanitary  Authority  shall  extend  to  all  that  part  of  the  said 
Port  of  Poole  aforesaid  which  lies  to  landward  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  Borough  of  Poole  to  the  seaward  extremity  of  the  headland  known  as 
Standfast  Point;  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said  part  of  the  Port  and  all  docks,  basins, 
harbours,  creeks,  rivers,  channels,  roads,  bays  and  streams  within  that  part  of  the  said  port,  and 
the  place  or  places  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Boarding  Station 
or  Stations  for  that  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or  places  for  the  time  being  appointed 
for  the  mooring  or  anchoring  of  ships  for  the  said  part  of  the  said  Port  under  any  regulations 
for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  disease  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that 
behalf  and  for  the  purposes  of  any  such  Regulations  as  aforesaid,  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship 
which  in  pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder  shall  be  moored  or  anchored 
at  the  place  appointed  thereunder  as  aforesaid,  or  which  shall  be  on  its  way  thither". 

Port  Facilities 

Poole  is  chiefly  a  cargo  port  and  its  trade  is  mainly  carried  on  with  other  British  ports  and 
those  on  the  coasts  of  France,  Belgium,  Holland  and  Germany  and  there  is  also  a  regular  trade 
with  the  Baltic  ports.  During  1973  there  has  been  a  great  increase  of  trade  with  Cherbourg  with 
the  development  of  the  Ferry  Terminal. 

During  the  summer  season  the  port  is  the  base  for  day  pleasure  boats  operating  between  local 
seaside  resorts  and  this  is  the  only  passenger  traffic. 

Inshore  fishing  is  still  carried  on  and  the  report  on  the  shellfish  industry  is  dealt  with  later. 

The  general  cargo  quay  at  Hamworthy  is  served  by  rail. 

Unloading  equipment  at  the  port  consists  of  seven  travelling  cranes,  three  mobile  cranes  and 
one  coal  transporter.  The  main  shipyard  has  closed  down  but  there  has  been  a  growth  in  the 
number  of  boat  and  yacht  yards,  due  to  the  boom  in  water  borne  activities  which  has  resulted 
in  an  increased  demand  for  the  supply  of  new  vessels  and  the  repair  and  maintenance  of 
existing  craft. 

There  is  an  extensive  safe  anchorage  in  the  harbour.  The  depth  of  the  water  at  the  Harbour  Bar 
is  13  feet  —  Admiralty  Chart  Datum  —  and  the  range  varies  from  about  7  feet  at  springs  to  a  few 
inches  at  neaps.  Both  the  flood  and  ebb  tides  run  at  about  three-quarters  of  a  knot  at  the  Bar. 

At  the  Haven  entrance  the  maximum  is  414  knots  with  about  314  knots  for  Brownsea  Roads 
while  in  the  rest  of  the  harbour  2  knots  is  seldom  exceeded. 
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Roll  on  and  Roll  off  Ferry 


There  was  a  great  increase  in  port  health  duties  due  to  the  operation  of  a  roll  on  and  roll  off 
ferry  between  Cherbourg  and  Poole.  This  service  commenced  on  28th  June  1973  with  the 
M.V.  Poole  Antelope  and  operated  with  one  sailing  a  day  arriving  at  Poole  at  approximately 
19.00  hours.  The  major  cargoes  were  imported  food  in  the  form  of  farm  produce  —  fresh 
vegetables,  butter,  cheese,  fruit,  pates  and  also  wines  and  other  foodstuffs.  It  was  essential 
that  an  inspector  be  on  duty  at  all  times  when  the  ferry  arrived  in  order  to  make  an 
inspection  of  the  imported  food.  It  was  therefore  necessary  to  introduce  a  rota  system  for 
regular  evening  duties,  including  week-end  duties  since  the  ferry  operated  for  7  days  a  week. 

On  the  3rd  October  1973  a  second  ferry  the  M.V.  Astor  came  into  operation  and  the  time  of 
arrival  of  this  second  ferry  was  scheduled  for  06.00  hours.  This  had  a  serious  effect  on 
staffing  problems  since  it  was  now  necessary  for  an  inspector  to  be  present  at  early  morning 
and  in  the  late  evening.  I  must  express  my  thanks  to  the  inspectorate  for  their  co-operation 
in  carrying  out  these  extra  duties  in  "unsocial  hours". 

The  ferry  owners  wished  to  import  meat  into  Poole  and  although  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  had  placed  Poole  on  the  list  of  ports  through  which  meat  could  be 
imported  no  facilities  existed  at  the  port  for  the  inspection  of  imported  meat.  Until  such 
facilities  are  available  it  was  agreed  as  provided  for  in  the  Imported  Food  Regulations,  that 
sealed  containers  of  meat  would  be  allowed  to  pass  through  the  port  if  48  hours  advance 
notice  of  its  arrival  was  given  in  order  that  the  Public  Health  Inspector  at  its  place  of 
destination  could  be  contacted  to  ensure  that  proper  facilities  were  available  and  that  he  was 
prepared  to  carry  out  a  detailed  inspection  on  arrival. 

During  the  year  251  sailings  were  made  by  the  ferry  and  they  carried  957  vehicles,  364  of 
these  contained  food  and  an  inspection  was  made  of  73%  of  the  food  containers. 

Shipping 

The  principal  imports  to  Poole  are  Food,  Oil,  Stone,  Timber,  Fertilizers,  Grain,  Fish  meal  , 
wood  pulp  and  styrene.  The  principal  exports  being  Barley,  Scrap  metal,  Clay,  Caravans 
and  motor  cars. 

Ships  arrive  from  the  following  ports:—  Apapa,  Amsterdam,  Rotterdam,  Ymueden,  Antwerp, 
Hamburg,  Le  Havre,  Cherbourg,  Hamina,  Jersey,  Kaliningrad,  Gdansk,  Kotka  and  other 
Baltic  timber  ports.

Water  Supply 


The  water  supply  for  the  port  and  shipping  is  from  the  town  main  provided  by  the  Dorset 
Water  Board  from  hydrants  on  the  quay.  It  is  chlorinated  water  of  high  bacterial  purity  and 
regular  samples  are  taken. 

1 3  samples  of  water  were  taken  on  board  ships  for  bacteriological  examination.  9  were  reported 
as  Class  1 , 2  as  Class  2  and  2  as  Class  4.  The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were  notified  to  the  home 
port  Health  Authorities.  No  water  boats  were  operated  within  the  harbour  during  1973. 
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Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  1970 

(1 )  List  of  Infected  Areas  (Regulation  6) 

The  list  of  infected  areas  is  revised  weekly  on  receipt  of  the  Weekly  Epidemiological 
Record  issued  by  the  World  Health  Organisation  and  the  revised  list  is  immediately  sent  to 
the  Port  Health  Inspector,  H.M.  Customs  Officers,  the  Senior  Pilot  and  the  Harbour  Master. 

(2)  Radio  Messages 

(a )  Arrangements  for  sending  permission  by  radio  for  ships  to  enter  the  district 
(Regulation  13) 

Poole  is  not  a  radio  transmitting  port  but  if  necessary,  messages  can  be  transmitted 
through  Niton  Radio,  Isle  of  Wight. 

(b)  Arrangements  for  receiving  messages  by  radio  by  ships  and  acting  thereon 
(Regulation  14  (1)  (a)  and  (2).) 

Messages  are  relayed  from  ships  at  sea  direct  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by 
telephone. 

(3)  Notification  otherwise  than  by  radio  (Regulation  14  (1)  (b)  ) 

Duty  pilots  pass  on  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  signals  for  the  Port  Health  Authority 
received  from  ships  approaching  the  harbour. 

Where  advance  notice  is  received  by  H.M.  Customs  Officer  or  the  Harbour  Master  of  the 
arrival  of  a  ship  from  an  infected  area,  this  information  is  sent  immediately  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  who  will  arrange  for  an  officer  to  inspect  the  ship. 

Vessels  are  boarded  upon  arrival  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector  who  provides  and  collects  the 
Maritime  Declarations  of  Health  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  this  officer  to  contact  the 
Medical  Officer  immediately  by  telephone  in  the  case  of  an  inward  vessel  requiring 
special  immediate  attention. 

Advance  messages  are  occasionally  received  from  shipping  agents  in  the  Port.  The  telegraphic 
address  of  the  Medical  Officer  is  "Portelth  Poole".  At  the  Port  Health  Office,  Public  Health 
Department,  Central  Clinic,  Civic  Centre,  Park  Road,  Poole,  messages  can  be  received  and  the 
necessary  action  taken  thereon  at  any  time  during  the  day.  After  office  hours  the  messages 
are  received  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector  and  his  deputy  at  their  home  telephones. 

The  Port  Health  Inspectors  work  in  very  close  liaison  with  the  Officers  of  H.M.  Customs,  the 
Harbour  Master,  the  pilots  and  the  shipping  agents. 

(4)  Mooring  Stations  (Regulations  22  and  30) 

A  mooring  station  has  been  established  at  a  point  in  the  main  channel  halfway  between 
Parkstone  Shoal  Light  Buoy  and  Stakes  Buoy,  just  clear  of  shipping.  If  so  directed  by  the  Port 
Medical  Officer,  the  southern  end  of  the  New  Quay,  Hamworthy,  can  be  used. 

(5)  Arrangements  for  dealing  with  Infectious  Disease 

(a)  Hospital  accommodation  for  persons  suffering  from  Infectious  Diseases  (other  than 
smallpox ) 

This  is  available  at  the  Infectious  Disease  Unit,  Poole  General  Hospital.  A  full-time 
ambulance  service  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  is  available  at  all  times  at  the  Poole 
Ambulance  Depot. 

(b)  Surveillance  and  follow-up  of  contacts 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  surveillance  and  follow-up  of  contacts  to  be 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  Sections  36  to  38  of  the  Public  Health  (Ships) 
Regulations  1970.  Infectious  disease  contacts  proceeding  home  are  provided  with 
notification  post-cards  for  use  if  required  and  immediate  notification  sent  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  district  to  which  they  are  proceeding. 
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(c)  Cleansing  and  Disinfection 

A  steam  disinfecting  station  is  now  available  at  Stokewood  Road,  Bournemouth, 
under  the  control  of  Bournemouth  County  Borough  and  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  joint  use. 

Other  disinfection  can  be  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Department,  Central 
Clinic,  Civic  Centre,  Park  Road,  Poole,  where  a  Cleansing  Station  is  also  available. 

The  Corporation  has  a  sufficient  and  qualified  staff  for  the  disinfection  of  ships.

The  V.D.  Department  to  serve  the  area  is  open  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Gloucester  Road, 
Boscombe,  Clinics  for  both  male  and  female  patients  are  held  every  day  (except  Saturdays  and 
Sundays)  from  2  p.m.  —  6.45  p.m. 

During  inspections  of  ships,  enquiries  are  made  as  to  the  presence  of  venereal  disease  among 
seamen  and  information  as  to  the  facilities  available  for  treatment  is  given  to  the  persons  concerned. 
Printed  notices  are  available  for  this  purpose. 

Measures  against  rodents  in  ships  from  foreign  ports 

Poole  is  a  "Designated  Approved  Port"  for  the  issue  of  deratting  Certificates  and  Deratting 
Exemption  Certificates  in  accordance  with  Article  17  of  the  International  Sanitary  Regulations 
1951,  and  Articles  19,  20  and  21  of  the  Port  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  1970  are  enforced 
in  the  Port.  Both  the  Port  Health  Inspector  and  the  Deputy  Port  Health  Inspectors  have  been 
trained  in  deratisation  procedure. 

(1 )  During  routine  inspections  of  ships  by  the  Port  Health  Inspectors  masters  and  crew 
are  questioned  as  to  the  presence  of  rats.  The  ship  in  general  and  the  crew  s  quarters  in 
particular  are  examined  for  evidence  of  infestation.  Where  evidence  is  found  or  suspected  a 
detailed  search  of  the  ship  including  the  holds  is  made  by  the  Port  Health  Inspector  who 
endeavours  to  secure  one  or  more  rats  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  examination. 


Whenever  a  Deratting  Certificate  or  Deratting  Exemption  Certificate  is  found  to  be  out  of 
date  or  a  certificate  is  needed,  a  detailed  inspection  and  search  of  the  ship  is  made  by  the 
Port  Health  Inspector  before  a  certificate  is  issued  or  renewed.  A  similar  procedure  is 
adopted  before  the  issue  or  renewal  of  Rodent  Control  Certificates  for  coastal  ships. 
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(2)  Bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  of  rodents  are  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Poole.  No  rats  were  obtained  from  ships  during  the  year. 

(3)  Small  infestations  of  rats  on  ships  are  dealt  with  directly  by  the  Rodent  Control  Staff, 
using  standard  trapping  and  baiting  methods.  Major  infestations  requiring  large  scale  fumigations 

are  carried  out  by  any  one  of  the  commercial  contractors  on  the  Authority's  List,  the  arrangements 
being  made  direct  by  the  owners  or  agents. 

(4)  The  Port  Health  Inspectors  work  in  very  close  liaison  with  the  ship  designers  and  ship 
builders  in  the  area  to  secure  ratproofing  in  the  ships  built  in  the  Port.  Very  few  opportunities 
arise  for  the  improvement  of  structures  of  other  ships  owing  to  their  very  short  stay  in  the  Port. 

The  Local  Authority  and  private  contractors  continued  their  regular  survey  and  treatment  of 
rats  in  and  around  warehouses  and  other  buildings  on  the  quays. 

Deratting  Exemption  Certificates 

15  Deratting  Exemption  Certificates  were  issued  during  the  year.  No  Rodent  Control  Certificates 
were  issued  during  the  year. 

Public  Health  (Shell  Fish)  Regulations  1934  and  1948 
Oysters 


Since  June  1973  Poole  Oyster  Company  became  part  of  a  National  Group  of  Food  Companies 
and  as  a  result  some  expansion  took  place.  Experimentation  in  oyster  cleansing  methods  were 
carried  out  and  close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  this 
department. 


Sampling  of  oysters  (and  oyster  cleansing  tank  water)  was  continued  as  in  previous  years  and 
the  results  are  shown  in  the  tables  following.

Vibrio  Parahaemolyticus 


In  July  1973  information  was  received  from  a  neighbouring  authority  that  a  number  of  people 
had  been  taken  ill  after  eating  shellfish  from  this  area.  Investigations  were  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  and  it  was  ascertained  that  the  causative  organism  was  vibio  parahaemolyticus, 
this  organism  is  the  most  common  cause  of  food  poisoning  in  Japan  (but  it  is  quite  rare  in  this 
country).  As  a  result  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  decided  to  carry  out  further  tests  on  raw  shellfish  and 
for  this  purpose  samples  of  raw  mussels  taken  from  the  harbour  were  submitted  for  examination. 

Tests  are  still  proceeding  and  it  is  hoped  that  further  information  will  be  available  for  our  next 
report. 

Miscellaneous 


Arrangements  for  the  burial  on  shore  of  persons  who  have  died  on  board  ship  from  infectious 
disease. 


The  mortuary  at  the  Poole  General  Hospital  is  available  and  no  difficulty  would  arise  in  arranging 
cremation  or  burial  in  one  of  the  local  authority  cemeteries. 

Pollution  of  the  Harbour 

The  necessary  works  to  reduce  the  discharge  of  sewage  into  Poole  Bay  was  completed  this  year  and 
there  is  now  no  discharge  of  sewage  into  the  bay  from  Poole. 

A  working  party  under  the  aegis  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  is  investigating  the  growth 
of  weed  in  the  harbour. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Act 

The  Port  Health  Inspectors  are  also  Inspectors  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act.  All  ships  from 
abroad  are  inspected  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  requirements  of  the  Act  are  complied  with. 

During  1973,  259  visits  were  made  with  regard  to  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act.  30  Detention 

notices  were  served  on  the  masters  of  ships  with  regard  to  dogs  and  cats.  No  contraventions 

were  observed.  This  is  a  duty  which  it  is  sensible  to  retain  within  the  department  after  re-organisation. 

Clean  Air  Act 

There  was  no  record  of  any  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  any  ship  during  the  year. 

Sickness  and  Injuries 

No  cases  of  sickness  or  injury  were  reported  aboard  ships  during  the  year.  Vaccination  is 
arranged  as  required.
